BURG EXPLAINS NRP 


| COALITION . DECISION

Interior Minister Yosef Burg said 
yesterday that while Chief Rabbi 
Shlomo Goren had ruled that the 
National Religious Party “should 
not be permitted” to join the coa- 
Mtion, the Rabbi had not sald it 
should be forbidden. 

Dr. Burg was explaining to re- 
porters the NRP’s decision to drop 
its insistence on immediate legal 
changes to recognize only Orthodox 
conversions. He called the condi- 
tions the NRP had obtained for its 
participation better in terms of 
Jewish values than those it had 
obtained in previous coalitions. 

Speaking in his Jerusalem office, 
Dr. Burg said the country’s Chief 
Rabbis had given the NRP differ- 
ent answers on whether or not it 
should join the new Government. 
Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia Yosef 
had refused to intervene, saying 
the matter was a political one to 
be Jeft to the politicians to decide. 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Goren 
had, it was true, said the coalition- 
joming was not to be permitted.

Soldiers fund lottery opens 


Serusafem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — President Katzir 
will today open this year’s lot- 
tery of the Soldiers Welfare Associ- 
ation, which aims at selling IL4.5m. 
worth of tickets at IL5 each, Aluf 
(Res.) Ya'acov Peri, chairman of 
the association, told the press here. 


There will be 3,333 prizes, includ- 
ing two 3'4-room fats and ten 
cars. The association spends 10 per 
cent of its lottery income to buy 
the prizes. 

Last year’s lottery yielded 
IL3,370,000. The new disposition of 
the Defence Forces, as well as the 
larger number of soldiers in the 
field, impose extra duties on the 
association, Mr. Peri said. Since 
the Yom Kippur war, the associa- 
tion has provided 530 television sets, 


21,000 transistors, 51,000 games and 
200,000 books to the troops, in addi- 
tion to 80,000 balaklava caps and 
580,000 items for personal hygiene. 

This summer, the association plans 
to arrange five-to-seven-day vaca- 
tions for each soldier on active 
Service in one of the regular recre- 
ation camps the association runs at 
Ashkelon, Netanya, Acre and a new 
centre in Givat Olga. 

Mr. Peri explained that the asso- 
ciation does not send television sets 
to units stationed deep in Sinai 
because reception there is poor. 
However, the association is ready 
to contribute IL15m towards the 
building of a relay station and 
two amplifiers, at an estimated 
cost of IL5.5m, if the rest of 
the budget can be covered from 
other sources.

Jackson denies compromise:

Branding this 
as false, the Senator told Israel Re- 
dito reporter Sarah Frankel by tele- 
phone from the U.S. that he had

Local authorities

TEL AVIV. — The local authori- 
ties in Israel are expected to have 
a deficit of IL640m. during the 
1974-76 fiscal year. 

This emerged on Sunday during 
8 meeting between officials of the 
Ministry of Finance, the Interior 
Ministry and representatives of the 
Union of Local Authorities. 

The meeting was to take up the 
question of how to get the cities 
and local councils out of the red, 
to aveid having to curtail munici- 
pal services. 

The 1L640m. deficit will come out 
of a total budget of I2,925m. de- 
signated for the combined local 
authorities in the country. The 
Union of Local Authorities spokes- 
man said that the estimated joint 
income of all the authorities would 
be some IL2,300m. 

He said that Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir had promised to in- 
crease the regular allowance and 
education grants, which the 1008) 
authorities receive. 

The loca] authorities have pro- 
mised to tighten their belts.

Portugal’s junior 
officers in ferment 


LISBON Reuter). ~— Portugal's 
armed forces have been placed in 
a state of alert over “internal disci- 
plinary problems,” an official spokes- 
man said here yesterday. 

The alert was called early on 
Saturday and effected the three 
armed services throughout the 
country. All troops were confined 
to barracks, the spokesman said, 
but he gave no further details, 
except to add‘that the problems 
leading to the ‘alert were “almost 
resolved.” 

The situation stemmed from dis- 
satisfaction among junior officers 
over pay and conditions aggravated 
by -rumours of !moves to ‘be taken 
against General Antonio de Spinola, 
deputy chief of the armed forces 
general staff and author of the 
controversial book “Portugal and 
the Future,” the sources said. 

His book, published late last 
month, said that the wars in Africa 
could not ‘be wor by military means 
alone, and called for ἃ political 
solution involving a federal system 
linking metropolitan Portugal and 
the overseas territories on virtually 
equal terms. - : 
General Spinola’s book ‘brought’ 
strong reaction in military and 
government circles and was attacked 
by right-wing political elements — 
leading to a spate of wild rumours 
concerning popular general's 
possible Mccall or forced resign- 
ation and even talk of a coup d’etat. 

The sources said that, contrary 
to reports widely circulating here, 
no officers had been arrested, but 
they admitted that some junior of- 
ficers ‘had ‘been posted to the Azores 
and Madeira.

Pet dog may have caused 
fire, killing 12 in family 


DUBLIN (UPI), — A fire and explosion which killed 12 members 
of one family yesterday, including a woman cting her 14th 
child, may have been caused ore pet dog, police sai 

Police said Derek Howard, pregnant wife, Stella, and 10 
children, aged one to 18 years, died trapped in their terrace 
home in Dalkey, 12 kms. south of Dublin. 

Another three children were pulled from the blazing house 
but a hospital spokesman said they were in critical condition. 

Police technical officers examining the gutted rubble said it 
was possible the family pet, Lassie, knocked over an oil heater 
in the living room to start the blaze, 

Police said the blaze was fanned by a stack of newspapers 
stored in the living room by Howard, a newspaper vendor, and 
that the back door was bricked over, cutting off a main escape 
route. 

Firemen found the remains of the dog in the living room. 

Most of the children’s bodies were found huddled around the 
bed of their parents where they apparently tried to hide from 
the searing flames, police said. 

The front door had been bolted, locked and chained, police 
said. “It would have taken a battering ram to break it down,” 
a spokesman said. 

“The whole family disappeared in front of my eyes,” said one 
neighbour who watched helplessly as Mrs. Howard and her chil- 
dren screamed and beat against 4 second floor window. 

“They didn’t have a hope,” said Mrs. Maria Harvey, who said 
she heard a loud explosion as the windows shattered. 


Social Christians 
gain in Belgium 
BRUSSELS (UPI).

Change of debenture terms was 
belated, awkward, but effective

AFTER a short upheaval busi- 

ness at the debenture mar- 
ket is proceeding as usual. 
Prices have adjusted to the 
terms of the new issues, and 
there is no lack of buyers. 
: The change of terms — though 
carried out belatedly and awk- 
wardly — has therefore achieved 
ita purpose. The Treasury will 
be paying less interest for the 
funds it borrows, and will re- 
may them after longer periods, 
facilitating its debt service. 
Moreover, the drain on fixed | 
bank deposits — which was as- 
suming alarming proportions ---- is 
now likely to be reduced, if not 
stopped, because the new deben- 
tures offer investors a smaller 
yield than the saving schemes 
operated by our major banks. 
(The banks can still get state 
debentures at their old terms.) 
As a consequence, banks will 
have ampler funds at thetr dis- 
posal for commercial credits, 
without running costly liquidity 
deficits. Moreover imvestors will 
be induced to keep their money 
tied in saving schemes for sev- 
eral years in order to benefit 
from the full Scale of interest 
and linking terms which improve 
steeply in the course of time. 
It seems, therefore, that there 
is every reason for the govern- 
ment to be satisfied.

the situation will remain un- 
stable and explosive, because the 
economy will still be operating 
in conditions of excess liquidity. 
In the last quarter of 1973 
sales οὗ inked debentures 
amounted to about IL2,000m., i.e. 
two-thirds of the aggregate float- 
ed during 1972. Sales continued 
at an even higher rate in Ja- 
nmuary. And they are not expect- 
ed to decline substantially in 
spite of the worsened linking 
and repayment terms. To be sure 
the state will thus be absorb- 
ing ‘about 11400m. a month of 
purchasing power which could 
otherwise be used for other pur- 
poses flooding the consumer 
goods or real estate market to 
accelerate our inflation from a 
trot to a gallop. But the funds 
absorbed by the, Treasury will 
not stay idle either. ‘They will 
be spent immediately, indeed 
they have already been earmerk 
ed for various budgetary items. 
‘They will thus reappear as pur- 
chasing power after a very slight 
delay. 
One may even argue that 
state borrowing is likely to en- 
bance the money's inflationary 
impact. Private people — or 
firms — may tend to salt away 
in cash or current bank deposits 
at least a fraction of their spare 
funds in order te increase their 
liquid reserves at a time of ris- 
ing prices, while the state's fi- 
nancial machinery is much too 
sophisticated for that. 
Let us look at the matter 
from the private person's point 
of view. A man investing in 
Hnked debentures may get a 
yield of 30 to 40 per cent this 
year, and that tax free. What 
other investment can offer such 
returns? However, at a closer 
look this man will no more than 
maintain the real value of his 
original, capital plus a fairly 
modest interest (progressively 
eroded if not linked). He may 
not even achieve that, because 
the advance in the C-o-L index 
bas been legging recently, com- 
pared'to the rise of some prices. 
(in the twelve months ending in 
January, the C-o-L advanced 28 
per cent, industridl wholesale 
priges $3, and residential build- 
ing costs almost 40 per cent.) 
He is therefore ualikely to stick 
to bis debentures for good. It 
stands to reason that he will be 
on the outlook for a better al- 
ternative. Indeed, one major ad- 
vantage of the debentures is 
that they can be easily disposed 
of ie. be converted into ready 
cash. 
The debentures — even the 
long-term ones -—- are actually

‘tut a temporary expedient for 
most of the people acquiring 
them. By absorbing current ex- 
cess Hquidity, a quid reserve 
is accumulated, which must be- 
gin leaking when circumstances 
change, and the inflationary 
pressure subsides (reducing the 
attractivity of C-o-L, linking). 

Let us look at the matter 
from the national point of view. 
What we need is obviously max- 
imum mobilization of resources 
for the productive effort. But 
instead we see growing interest 
in securities not directly con- 
nected with production, offering 
a yield linked not to profit- 
ability but to the cost-of-living, 
ie. to the people's living stan- 
dards. In 1971 the total sales of 
debentures amounted to less 
than a quarter of our gross in- 
vestments. In 1972 it was close 
to a third. Last year it must 
have approximated one half. Of 
course, part of the funds raised 
by debentures has heen used for 
loans to industry and other con- 
structive projects, but a part 
only. And this fraction is likely 
to grow smaller in the near fu- 
ture. 

It has been argued that this 
predominance of government se- 
‘urities has been forced upon us 
by the administrative strait 
jacket in which our capital mar- 
ket is held. That is certainly 
true, but it is only part of the 


is reduced by the risks involved 
in view of the uncertainty of 
our economic progress. In- 
dustrial expansion was sagging 
long before the war, and far- 
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looking imvestors were already 
preparing for an impending 
slowdown. The war aftermath, 
the growing militancy of labour 
— both rank and file and trade 
union leaders — and, lastly, the 
absence of a firm government 
policy cannot but reinforce this 
trend. 


On the other hand, productive 
projects are in no need to at- 
tract investment capital because 
they can rely on errt 
controlled funds backing them 
‘and bailing them out at terms. 
incomparably more convenient 
than those dictated by the mar- 
ket. While ovr capital funds 
have been flowing into the Trea- 
sury’s chest, the government has’ 
been subsidizing investment pro- 
jects by grants and unlinked 
loans, in order to keep up eco- 
nomic growth in the teeth of 
adverse conditions. It has been 
borrowing heavily above the 
market cost of capital and lend- 
ing below it so that ca- 
pitalists have been benefiting 
at each end of the business, In 
the current situation even big- 
ger incentives have been sugzest- 
ed in order to speed up indus- 
trial expansion an densure ade-. 
quate employment. : 

Obviously something must have 
been wrong with this policy. It 
was never intended to operate 
that way. Indeed its major aim 
was ἴο make economic growth 
independent’ of ‘the vacillating 
capital market and to direct 
spare capital to where it would 
be most useful. But good inten- 


de- - tions are not enough. While our 
εν administration’ has been concern- 


ed about the details of our eco- 
nomic development, it has long 
since lost sight of the inflation 
it has been feeding in the pro- 
cess.
